SPRING 

Asian  and  Asian  American  students  at  Wellesley  formed  the 
Wellesley  Asian  Action  Movement,  or  WAAM.  The  movement  was 
formed,  in  part,  to  push  the  college  to  provide  an  advisor  for  students  of 
Asian  decent,  to  push  the  college 
to  create  an  Asian  American 
Studies  curriculum  acceptable  to 
WAAM,  and  to  protest  the  col¬ 
lege's  denial  of  tenure  to  Elena 
Tajima  Creef,  an  Asian 
American  studies  professor.  The 
students  organized  shows  of  sol¬ 
idarity  by  wearing  black  outfits 
with  yellow  arm  bands,  peti¬ 
tioned  and  held  sit-ins. 


Two  local  Asian  Americans,^ 
Frank  Chin  (pictured  right)  and 
Reverend  Cheng  Tan,  won  the 
American  Red  Cross  2001  Clara 
Barton  Humanitarian  Award  on 
March  29. 


Mass  Pike  Towers'  renova¬ 
tion  was  finished  early  in  the  year  and  on  March  31  a  ribbon  cutting  cer¬ 
emony  marked  the  survival  of  200-units  of  affordable  housing  in 
Chinatown. 

In  the  picture  on  the  right,  the  ribbon  is  being  cut  by  Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino. 


The  first  Boston  City  Council  Meeting  held  in  Chinatown  was 
on  April  14.  More  than  150  people  attended  the  meeting,  which  was  at 
the  Josiah  Quincy  Elementary  School.  The  meeting's  goal  was  to  find  a 
way  to  get  more  Bostonians  interested  in  voting. 

Translators  were  present  at  the  meeting  so  that  Chinese  speakers  could 
tell  their  ideas  and  understand  those  ideas  of  the  English  speakers. 


In  the  early  summer, 
the  Chinatown  Master  Plan 
2000  was  first  published.  The 
plan  describes  Chinatown's 
challenges,  such  as  densely 
concentrated  housing  and  high  traffic,  and  how  to  address  these  prob¬ 
lems. 


SUM 

Hundreds  of  laid-off  Power- 
One  workers,  many  of  whom 
were  Chinese  immigrants, 
protested  for  better  severance 
packages  and  extended 
health  care.  The  lay-offs 
were  due  to  the  closing  of  the 
Allston  electronics  plant  of 
the  California-based  compa¬ 
ny.  Those  laid-off  also 
demonstrated  outside  City 
Hall.  The  workers  did  even¬ 
tually  get  money  from  the 
North  American  Free  Trade 
Agreement,  the  state  and  the 
city  to  help  them  get  English 
and  job  training. 


SUMMER 

Seeds  were  planted  for  a  Chinatown  Branch  Library  this  year.  On  Sept.  27, 
2001,  the  first  Chinatown  Library  meeting  was  held.  The  Chinese  Youth  Initiative,  a 
program  of  the  Chinatown  Progressive  Association,  had  surveyed  301  area  resi¬ 
dents  to  see  if  they  wanted  a  library.  Only  one  did  not. 


Senate  President  Tom  Birmingham  spoke 
to  Chinatown  at  the  Quincy  School  on  Oct.  9. 


At  least  five  Asian  Americans  ran  for  city 
councilor  positions  in  the  State  in  the  November 
2001  election.  Amy  Mah  Sangilio  was  reelected  in 
Newton;  Chanrithy  Uong  was  reelected  in  Lowel; 

Jimmy  Liang  ran  and  lost  in  Quincy;  Richard  Cheng  ran  and  lost  in  Malden  and 
Dean  Tran  ran  and  lost  in  Fitchburg. 

November  and  December:  Chinese  immigrants  and  other  immigrants  all 
over  the  state  joined  with  teachers  and  supporters  of  Adult  Basic  Education  to 
protest  the  44%  state  budget  cut  in  ABE.  Students  and  teachers  of  Adult  Basic 
Education  protested  and  wrote  letters  and  made  calls  to  their  representatives. 
Victory  was  marked  when  the  money  was  mostly  restored  in  a  Dec.  19  supplemen¬ 
tal  budget. 


WINTER 

Chinatown  activists  and  community  lead¬ 
ers  have  been  fighting  the  opening  of  the 
strip  club  Centerfolds.  Protests  and  politi¬ 
cal  pressure  were  used  to  keep  the  joint 
from  opening,  but  on  Dec.  7,  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  Judge  Maria  Lopez  over¬ 
ruled  the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  and  Licensing's 
decision  to  deny  the  joint  an  entertainment  license.

ALL  Y 

Proposals  and  plans  were  made  for  the  Parcel  C 
Project  (drawing  on  right),  Kensington  Place  project 
and  Liberty  Place  project.  About  215  more  units  of 
affordable  housing  will  be  created  when  the  projects 
are  completed.  But  they  will  come  at  a  price.  The 
Parcel  C  Project,  which  will  be  near  34-36  Oak  St.,  is 
mostly  welcomed  by  Chinatown,  however, 
Kensington  Place,  a  27  story  building  that  will  be  in 
the  area  behind  La  Grange  Street,  and  Liberty  Place,  a 
30-story  building  that  will  be  on  Washington  Street, 
are  causing  concern  because  of  their  height  and  the 
shadows  and  increased  traffic  they  will  create.  Both 
the  latter  projects  have  been  working  on  their  propos¬ 
als  during  2001  and  recently  held  public  meetings  to 
discuss  the  proposals  with  Chinatown  residents.

China 

//'"T’  he  Chinese  New 

A  Year's  celebration 
starts  from  Dec.  31 
and  ends  on  Jan.  15  of  the 
lunar  calendar.  It  is  the  longest 
and  most  crowd  producing 
holiday  in  our  country,  "  said 
Emily  Cheng,  a  Chinese  stu¬ 
dent  in  Boston. 

"On  New  Year's  Eve,  all 
family  members  get  together 
and  eat  different  and  special 
foods  which  have  special 
meanings  for  the  New  Year. 
One  such  food  we  eat  is  a 
whole  fish,  which  means 
'remaining.'  We  also  eat 
Dumplings,  which  has  the 
meaning  'richness,'  and  we  eat 
a  glutinous  pastry,  which 
means  'ascending  of  a  social 
postion.'  The  children  are  very 
excited  to  get  red  envelops 
from  the  elder  members  of 
their  families.  This  gift  is 
believed  to  bring  good  luck  to 
the  children.,"  Cheng  said. 

"On  the  Chinese  New 
Year's  holiday,  adults  visit 
each  other  to  deliver  good 
wishes.  In  the  recent  years, 
spectacular  shows  from  each 


province  are  shown  on  TV. 
They  last  all  day.  Most  people 
would  rather  sf)end  their  time 
traveling  during  the  holidays." 

Japan 

"New  Year's  celebration  in 
Japan  is  the  largest  celebra¬ 
tion;  it's  just  like  Christmas  is 
here,"  said  Rico  Mochizuki, 
the  Japan  Society  of  Boston's 
Director  of  Programs.  She  said 
it's  also  a  celebration  for  fami¬ 
lies. 

All  foods  eaten  on  New 
Year's  eve  and  day  have 
meaning,  such  as  prosperity, 
happiness  and  longevity,  she 
said.  Traditionally,  the  foods 
were  seasoned  in  a  way  that 
preserved  them  for  a  few 
days,  so  that  the  housewives 
wouldn't  need  to  make  food 
for  a  while  during  the  holiday, 
which  lasts  from  Jan.  1  to  Jan.

"There's  not  much  raw  fish 
eaten  at  this  Hme,"  said 
Mochizuki. 

Some  typical  foods  to  eat 
on  New  Year's  eve  and  day 
are  'soba,'  a  buckwheat  noo¬ 
dle;  soy  bean,  and  'otoso,'  a 
typ>e  of  sake,  or  rice  wine,  fla¬ 
vored  with  Chinese  spices  and 
herbs. 

On  New  Years  day,  some  peo¬ 
ple  still  carry  on  the  tradition 
of  pounding  sweet,  glutonous 
rice  to  make  'mochi.'  To  make 
the  snack,  Japanese  fill  a  hal¬ 
lowed  out  log  with  the  hot, 
wet  rice,  and  pound  it  with  a 
wooden  mullet.  Once  finished, 
it  can  be  eaten  with  seaweed, 
sov  beans  and  sugar. 


How  do  the  kids  of  today 
celebrate  New  Year's  day  in 
Japan?  They  follow  traditions 
of  their  families,  but  the  also 
enjoy  "Kohaku,"  a  television 
show  that  starts  at  about  8 
p.m.  on  Jan.  31,  and  ends  at 
midnight  on  the  first  of  the 
New  Year.  In  the  show, 
Japanese  pop  bands  perform. 

Vietnam 

The  Vietnamese  cele¬ 
brate  the  New  Year  on  the  first 
day  of  the  Lunar  Year. 

"I  think  it's  the  biggest  hol¬ 
iday.  It's  a  longer  holiday,  and 
there's  better  preparation 
(than  for  other  holidays),"  said 
Ngoc  Ton  from  Vietnam  via 
email. 

In  that  country,  the  event 
is  a  time  for  family  reunions, 
she  said. 

"On  New  Year's  eve,  peo¬ 
ple  stay  home  to  welcome  the 
New  Year  together.  On  the 
first  and  the  other  days  of  the 
(holiday),  they  visit  relatives 
and  friends....  We  also  prepare 
food  to  treat  our  guests." 

Foods  that  are  traditionally 
eaten  on  New  Year's  day 
include  'banh  chung,'  a  sticky 
rice  cake  and  mut,  a  sweet 
meat. 

Sampan  asked  Ton  if 
there  are  any  New  Year's 
myths.  "You  should  not  sweep 
the  floor  on  the  First  day  of 
the  New  Year  —that  will 
make  you  poor  for  the  rest  of 
the  year!" 


Russia 

"Most  people  (in  Russia) 
don't  travel  anywhere  on  New 
Year's  Day.  They  celebrate 
with  their  families  and  have 
get-togethers,"  said  Andrey 
Litvin,  a  native  of  Russia. 

"This  is  the  day  for  which 
people  care  most  about  good 
holiday  food,"  he  said. 

"People  usually  sit  around 
the  table,  talk,  and  watch  tele¬ 
vision  until  the  countdown. 
After  that,  no  matter  how  cold 
it  is,  we  go  outside  to  walk 
around  and  light  fireworks. 

On  this  night  people  go  to  bed 
very  late." 

Taiwan 

"We  celebrate  the 
Chinese  New  Year  as  the 
Chinese  do,  by  doing  such 
things  as  eating  special  foods 
which  bring  good  luck  for  the 
coming  year,  and  greeting 
each  other,  giving  our  best 
wishes,  "  said  Anita  Chang, 
Sampan's  Chinese  editor  who 
is  from  Taiwan. 

The  bosses  of  companies, 
Chang  said,  always  treat  their 
employees  to  a  big  meal.  The 
boss  usually  sets  one  whole, 
well-cooked  chicken  in  the 
middle  of  the  table,  tells  a 
speech  of  appreciation,  and 
then  rotates  the  table  tray  to 
show  that  they  are  able  to  start 
eating.  After  that  moment,  you 
have  to  make  sure  the  chick¬ 
en's  head  is  not  facing  you.  If 
it  is,  it  means  the  boss  dislikes 
you  and  you  will  be  fired  after 
the  Chinese  New  Year. 
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2002  reminds  me  of ... 

a  personal  look  at  2002

My  American  friends  recently  sent 
my  fctmily  a  parcel  of  Cliristmas  presents. 
Inside,  we  found  three  pairs  of  iright  glow¬ 
ing  toy  glasses,  shaped  Like  2002. 1  put  the 
glcisses  on  and  made  a  wish  for  2002.  The 
glasses  not  only  made  me  feel  hope  for  the 
future,  but  also  made  me  remember  the  past 
four  decades.  I  reeilized  that  my  milestone 
years  always  ended  in  two  and  were  a 
decade  apart;  1%2, 1972  1982,  cind  1992. 

In  1962, 1  started  my  elementary 

school. 

I  rememhier  the  mid-sunnmer  day 
when  I  went  to  take  the  entrance  exam,  after 
my  mom  had  washed  and  combed  my  hair 
and  dressed  me  in  a  dress  that  was  handed- 
down  to  me  from  older  sister.  At  that  Hme 
people  were  poor,  and  they  had  more  kids. 
The  schools  were  over  crowded. 

Seeing  so  nwiy  strcingers  on  that  excim 
day,  I  became  nervous. 

"Mom,  can  we  go  home  now?"  I  asked. 
Mom  read  my  mind.  She  took  my  hands  into 
hers  and  told  me,  "listen,  my  child,  don't  be 
nervous.  I'll  be  with  you.  Once  we  are  in  the 
office,  you  have  to  answer  all  the  quesHons 
the  best  you  can,  and  behave  yourself. 
Otherwise,  you  may  not  be  recruited." 
Children  of  my  age  were  all  afraid  of  being 
denied  entrance  to  school,  which  meant  that 
they  were  "bad"  kids. 

FinaUy,  it  was  our  turn  to  get  into  the 
teachers'  office.  A  nice  looking  lady  of  about 
50  met  us  and  greeted  Mom  with  wcirmth. 
She  asked  me  quesHons  and  then  tried  to  see 
how  well  I  could  count.  I  aced  her  quesHons. 

"Very  well  done!  Go  and  buy  a  school 
bag,"  the  woman  said. 

"She  has  already  got  a  new  one,"  Mom 
answered.  So,  I  was  placed  in  Class  One 
with  55  classmates.  "School  will  start  on 
September  first.  See  you  then!" 

1972, 1  graduated  from  high  school. 

Normally,  high  school  graduates 
would  have  the  opportunity  to  go  to  college, 
but  that  wasn't  the  case  with  our  generaHon. 


Students  went  on  strike,  revolted  against 
school  authoriHes,  and  held  assemblies  to 
denounce  their  teachers. 

During  the  Hme  I  was  in  elemen- 
tauy  and  middle  school  this  revoluHon  car¬ 
ried  on.  My  generaHon  spent  more  school- 
Hme  in  factories  and  on  farms  than  in  the 
classroom.  Our  daily  acHviHes  at  school 
were  mainly  about  writing  big-character 
posters  either  to  criHcize  the  teachers  that 
we  had  hardly  known,  or,  to  criHcize  other 
students.  Ironically,  the  students  were  all 
well  equipped  with  Chairman  Mao's  quota- 
Hons  to  defend  themselves  and  to  attack  oth¬ 
ers. 

Some  changes  took  place  in  1970 
when  Deng,  XiaoPing,  discharged  from  the 
State  Council  right  after  the  Culhiral 
RevoluHon  had  just  started.  He  was  called 
back  to  work  with  Mao.  While  Deng  was  in 
power,  teachers  and  students  were  all  back 
to  their  classrooms.  We  started  to  learn  all 
subjects  including  foreign  languages. 

Anyone  who  had  been  able  to  speak  or  read 
foreign  languages  would  have  been  suspect¬ 
ed  to  be  a  spy  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Cultural  RevoluHon.  Most  of  the  foreign  lan¬ 
guage  teachers  had  been  sent  to  reform 
farms,  and  quite  a  few  had  been  persecuted 
to  death.  So,  by  the  Hme  English  teachers 
were  wanted,  the  vacancy  simply  couldn't 
be  fUled.  The  EducaHon  Committee  in  my 
city  decided  to  start  a  two-year  training  pro¬ 
gram  in  order  to  supply  other  middle 
schools  with  English  teachers.  Our  high 
school  was  chosen  to  carry  out  this  project, 
because  we  had  a  very  good  English  teacher 
there.  I  was  lucky  to  become  one  of  the  stu¬ 
dents.  This  opportunity  turned  out  to  be  a 
turning  {Xjint  in  my  life.  I  was  fortunate  to 
meet  my  English  teacher  who  not  only  led 
me  into  my  English  teaching  career,  but  also 
became  my  role  model  ever  since. 

Ms.  Wenyu  Yang,  who  was  in  her 
ectfly  thirHes  at  the  Hme,  had  been  an  inter¬ 
preter  in  the  State  Foreign  Trade 
Department.  She  spoke  very  beautiful 
English.  When  she  started  to  teach  us,  she 
had  to  start  with  the  alphaljet  and  she  had  to 
make  up  our  textbooks  by  cutting  stencils 
one  unit  a  Hme. 

We  all  loved  her.  But  I  always  felt  that 
there  was  something  sp>ecial  between  her 
and  me.  She  was  very  strict  with  me.  Once, 


as  I  remember,  I  didn't  do  my  homework 
properly,  then  I  found  a  note  in  my  returned 
notebook.  She  pointed  out  that  I  hadn't  been 
working  as  hard  as  before.  She  asked  me 
what  was  the  problem,  and  urged  me  to 
catch  up  with  others.  Another  Hme,  when  I 
was  sick  at  home  for  a  few  days,  she  sent  my 
classmates  to  my  home  to  help  me  with  my 
English  lessons. 

One  importcmt  event  that  brought 
us  closer  happened  not  long  before  I  gradu¬ 
ated.  To  give  us  a  chance  to  pracHce  teach¬ 
ing  English,  Ms.  Yang  decided  to  let  a  few 
good  students  teach  in  the  class.  She  would 
help  us  prepare  as  well  as  plan  for  the  class¬ 
es.  I  was  going  to  be  the  first  one  to  try  out. 

It  so  happened  that  some  teachers  from 
English  Department  of  Weidong  University 
came  to  our  school  just  that  morning  as  I 
was  ab)Out  to  "pracHce  teaching."  They  came 
to  listen  to  our  teacher's  class  without  giving 
an  early  noHce.  They  knew  nothing  about 
our  teacher's  plan,  and  we  didn't  know  they 
were  coming.  It  was  too  late  to  make  any 
changes.  So,  just  before  I  went  into  the  class¬ 
room,  my  teacher  said  to  me  that  they  had 
come  to  inspect  how  she  teaches  English. 

That  was  the  first  Hme  in  my  life  that  I 
had  to  'step  onto  the  platform'  for  teaching. 
My  first  students  were  my  classmates.  And 
in  the  back  were  some  college  teachers 
watching  us.  My  teacher  found  herself  a  seat 
in  the  front  row.  She  nodded  to  signal  to 
start. 

"Good  morning,  everyone,"  I  said  to  the 
class  nervously. 

"Good  morning,  teacher,"  my  "students" 
responded  with  enthusiasm  and  excitement. 

I  was  encouraged  and  started  to  gain  my 
confidence.  With  the  support  of  my  class¬ 
mates,  I  carried  out  the  plan  for  45  minutes. 
When  the  bell  rang  for  a  break,  the  college 
teachers  stood  up  cind  applauded.  My 
teacher  smiled  at  me. 

Unfortunately,  my  teaching  career 
didn't  begin  unHl  10  years  later.  The 
Cultural  RevoluHon  was  not  over.  And 
Deng,  Xiaoping  who  had  pushed  for  nor¬ 
malizing  educaHon  was  kicked  out  of  the 
State  Council  again  due  to  the  pxjliHcal 
struggle  for  power.  After  we  had  finished 
the  two-yecu  English  program,  there  were  no 
teaching  posiHons  waiting  for  us.  There 
were  no  jobs  of  tiny  kind  for  us.  We  had  to 


join  the  millions  of  high  and  middle-school 
graduates  who  had  been  sent  dowfi  to  the 
villages  and  farms  year  after  year  since  1968 
(after  the  first  "Red  Guards"  answered  to 
Chairman  Mao's  call  to  go  to  the  countryside 
and  receive  re-educaHon  from  the  peasants.) 
I  was  the  second  one  in  my  family  to  get  my 
urban  residency  removed  from  our  family's 
household  registraHon.  Mom  sobbed  at  see¬ 
ing  my  name  crossed  out  from  the  family's 
household  registraHon.  I  told  her  that  I  was 
happy  to  go,  because,  as  the  policy 
promised,  my  younger  sister  would  be 
granted  to  stay  with  my  parents  after  she 
graduated  from  middle  school. 

In  1982, 1  graduated  from  college. 

The  Cultural  RevoluHon  ended 
with  the  death  of  Mao,  Zedong  and  the 
ascension  of  Deng,  Xiaoping.  The  higher 
educaHonal  insHtuHons  reopened  to  recruit 
in  1977.  We  could  not  only  drectm,  but  also 
fulfill  our  dreams.  I  just  had  had  4  years  of 
formal  schooling  in  elementary  school.  So  I 
didn't  have  confidence  in  myself  to  apply  to 
college  in  1977.  While  I  was  sHll  working  on 
the  farm,  my  old  English  teacher  Wenyu 
Yang  sent  me  a  message  saying  "If  you  don't 
give  it  a  try,  how  can  you  know  what  will 
come  out  of  it?  If  you  miss  this  opportunity, 
you  would  miss  it  forever,  and  you  would 
not  be  the  only  one  to  regret  about  it."  I 
Ccime  home  to  meet  my  teacher,  and  with 
her  help  I  passed  the  naHonal  entrance 
examinaHon  in  1978. 1  becctme  an  English 
major  in  the  Teacher's  College.  (I  became  a 
student  of  the  teachers  who  had  inspected 
my  "first  class"  years  ago!  And  we  became 
colleagues  at  the  English  department  upon 
my  graduaHon  in  1982.  What  an  arrange¬ 
ment  of  fate!) 

In  1992, 1  got  my  Masters  Degree 
in  American  Literature  from  the  InsHtute  of 
Modem  American  Literature.  This  experi¬ 
ence  not  only  enriched  my  knowledge  about 
American  literature,  but  it  also  stimulated 
me  to  Wcint  to  know  more  about  the  naHon 
and  the  people.  In  1995,  like  a  sincere  pil¬ 
grim  visiting  Mecca,  I  came  to  visit  Boston, 
the  source  of  the  American  literature  and  the 
cradle  of  American  Democracy. 

How  time  flies!  It's  2002  now.

Dumplings  for  the  New  Year's  Day 

In  China,  people  have  a  custom  to  stay  up  on  New 
Year's  Eve  until  midnight,  and  eat  just-cooked  jiaozi, 
or  dumplings. 

Dumplings  are  a  special  food  in  China.  At  the 
new  year's  first  hour,  it  is  served  only  with  garlic-fla¬ 
vored  soy  sauce.  Some  families  even  hide  a  coin  inside 
one  of  the  dumplings.  The  person  who  finds  the  coin  will 
be  the  luckiest  one  in  the  new  year,  (providing  he  doesn't 
choke  on  it!). 

Here's  how  to  make  your  own  Chinese  New 
Year-style  dumplings. 

Ingredients 

41/2  cups  (500  g)  white  flour,  sifted 

10  1/2  oz  (300  g)  lean  boneless  pork  or  mutton,  minced 

1  tea  spoon  salt 

61/2  table  spoons  (100  g)  scallions,  chopped 
2  tea  spoons  fresh  ginger,  chopped 
1/8  tea  spoon  five-spice  powder 

1/2  tea  spoon  Mono  sodium  glutamate  (Yes,  that's  MSG) 

Directions 

1.  Mix  the  flour  with  3  1/2  oz.  (100  ml)  of  water  to  make 
dough.  Knead  until  smooth  and  let  stand  for  30.  minutes. 

2.  To  prepare  the  filling,  mix  the  pork  or  mutton  with  7 
oz.  (200  ml)  of  water.  Dissolve  the  salt  into  the  water, 
first.  Stir  in  one  direction  until  the  mixture  becomes  a 
paste.  Add  the  scallions  and  blend  well.  Divide  stuffing 
the  filling  into  100  portions. 

3.  Divide  the  dough  into  4  portions  and  roll  into  long 
rolls.  Cut  each  into  25  pieces.  Flatten  each  piece  and  roll 
into  2  inche  (5  cm)  circles.  Place  1  portion  of  the  filling  in 
the  center  of  each  dough  wrapper  and  fold  the  dough 
over  it,  making  a  bonnet-shaped  pouch.  Pinch  the  edges 
together  to  seal  the  dumpling.  Repeat  until  all  the  dough 
and  stuffing  cire  used. 

4.  Bring  8  cups  (2  litres)  of  water  to  a  boil  over  high  heat. 
Add  half  the  dumplings.  Stir  them  around  gently  with  a 
ladle,  and  let  the  water  return  to  a  boil.  Add  enough  cold 
water  to  stop  the  boiling,  eind  then  bring  back  to  a  boil. 
When  the  water  boils  again,  add  more  cold  water  and 
bring  to  a  boil  a  third  time.  The  dumplings  will  be  done 
when  they  float  to  the  surface. 

5.  Remove,  drain  well,  and  serve. 

Lemon  Chicken 

In  Taiwanese,  "chicken"  has  the  same  pronunciation  as 
"family"  has.  The  sentence  "Jia  Ge  Ki  Ge"  in  Taiwanese 
means  that  eating  the  chicken  will  make  your  family 
bloom.  It  is  very  popular  to  eat  chicken  on  for  the 
Chinese  New  Year. 

Here's  how  to  make  a  chicken  dish  that  serves  4-6  peo¬ 
ple: 

Ingredients 

2  table  spoons  Dry  Sherry 

4  green  (Spring)  onions,  chopped 

1  Piece  of  ginger  root,  shredded 

500g  (1  pound)  boned  chicken,  cut  into  1  inch  strips 

2  tablespoorrs  oil 

2  Celery  sticks,  sliced 

125g  (4oz)  button  mushrooms,  quartered 

1  Green  pepper,  cored,  seeded,  and  sliced 

2  tablespoons  light  soy  sauce 

Shredded  rind  of  2  lemons 

A  few  lemon  slices  to  garnish 

Directions 

1.  Put  the  sherry,  spring  onions  and  ginger  in  a  bowl. 

2.  Add  the  chicken,  toss  well  to  coat,  then  leave  to  mari¬ 
nate  in  the  bowl  for  15  minutes. 

4.  Heat  the  oil  in  a  wok  or  frying  pan. 

5.  Add  the  celery,  mushrooms,  and  the  green  pepper. 

6.  Stir  while  frying  for  one  minute. 

7.  Add  the  chicken  and  marinade,  then  cook  for  3  min¬ 
utes. 

8.  Stir  in  the  soy  sauce  and  lemon  rind,  and  then  cook  for 
another  minute. 

9.  Pile  into  a  warmed  serving  dish  and  garnish  with 
lemon  slices. 

Neen  Gow,  New  Year's  Cake 

Neen  Gaw  is  the  most  important  cake  eaten  on  New 
Year's  day.  The  egg-dipped,  pan-fried  slices  have  a  mel¬ 
low  sweetness  and  are  slightly  chewy  from  glutinous  rice 
flour.  The  traditional  technique  is  to  make  this  with  a 
brown  candy,  peen  tong.  The  brown  candy  is  a  kind  of 
sugar  that  is  sold  by  the  slab  in  1-pound  packages.  It's 


also  available  loose  in  bins  in  some  Chinese  markets.  The 
slabs  are  about  5  inches  long,  11/4  inches  wide,  and  1/2 
inch  thick.  The  scraping  of  the  sugar  is  extremely  labor- 
intensive,  so  some  cooks  dissolve  the  slabs  of  sugar  in 
water,  which  is  less  authentic  but  much  easier  to  prepare. 
Be  sure  to  use  glutinous  rice  flour  here,  not  regular  rice 
flour! 

Ingredients 

3  Chinese  dried  red  dates 

5  slabs  brown  candy  (peen  tong),  about  11  ounces 
3  teaspoons  vegetable  oil 
7  cups  glutinous  rice  flour 
1  tablespoon  white  sesame  seeds 
1  large  egg 

Vegetable  oil,  for  pan-frying 

Directions 

1.  In  a  small  bowl,  soak  the  red  dates  in  1/4  cup  cold 
water  for  30  minutes,  or  until  softened.  When  softened, 
remove  and  discard  the  pits. 

2.  Cut  each  brown  candy  slab  into  8  pieces.  Place  sugar  in 
a  heat-proof  bowl,  pour  2  cups  boiling  water  over  the 
sugar,  and  set  aside  until  dissolved  and  completely 
cooled. 

3. Grease  a  heat-proof  8-inch  round,  3-  to  4-inch-deep, 
straight -sided  bowl,  such  as  a  souffle  dish,  with  2  tea¬ 
spoons  vegetable  oil. 

4.1n  a  large  bowl,  place  rice  flour.  Mix  well  and  stir  in 
cold  sugar  water.  Knead  dough  in  the  bowl,  adding  an 
additional  1  /3  cup  cold  water.  The  dough  should  be 
smooth,  slightly  moist,  and  shiny.  This  should  take  5  to 
10  minutes. 

5.  Place  the  dough  in  the  prepared  dish  and  pat  until  it 
fills  the  dish  evenly. 

6. Cut  the  red  dates  into  halves  and  place  cut-side  down 
in  a  ring  around  the  outside  of  the  dough,  leaving  a  few 
to  decorate  the  center. 

7.Sprinkle  the  top  with  sesame  seeds.  Coat  with  the 
remaining  1  teaspoon  oil,  using  your  fingers  and  lightly 
pressing  down  on  the  dates  and  sesame  seeds. 

8. Bring  the  water  to  a  boil  over  high  heat  in  a  covered 
steamer  large  enough  to  fit  the  dish.  The  dish  should  not 
touch  the  sides  of  the 
steamer.  Carefully  place 
the  dish  into  the  steamer, 
cover,  and  steam  35  to  40 
minutes  on  high  heat. 

Check  the  water  level  and 
replenish,  if  necessary, 
with  boiling  water. 

9. The  cake  is  done  when  it 
begins  to  pull  away  from 
the  sides  of  the  pan. 

Carefully  remove  the  dish 
from  the  steamer  and  pour 
off  any  excess  liquid  on 
the  surface.  Place  on  a  rack 
to  cool. 

10. Loosely  cover  and  set  at 
room  temperature  in  a 
cool  room  until  the  next 
day,  when  it  will  be  ready 
to  eat. 

11.  Run  a  knife  along  the 
edge  of  the  cake  to  loosen 
sides.  Place  a  cake  rack 
over  the  bowl  and  invert 
to  unmold.  Flip  the  cake 
right-side  up  onto  the  cut¬ 
ting  board.  Wrap  the  cake 
in  plastic  and  refrigerate 
until  ready  to  use. 

12.  When  ready  to  eat,  cut 
the  cake  into  quarters.  Cut 
each  quarter  crosswise,  not 
into  wedges,  but  into  two 
2-inch-wide  strips.  Cut 
each  strip  crosswise  into 
scant  1/4-inch-thick  slices. 

This  is  the  typical  way  of 
slicing  a  cake  Chinese 
style.  Beat  an  egg  in  a 
small  bowl,  until  frothy. 

Dip  the  slices  in  egg. 

13.  Heat  a  14-inch  flat-bot¬ 
tomed  wok  or  skillet,  over 
medium  heat  until  hot  but 
not  smoking.  Add  just 
enough  vegetable  oil  to 
barely  coat  the  wok,  add 
the  egg-dipped  slices  in 
batches  and  cook  2  to  3 
minutes  per  side,  until 


golden  brown.  Serve  immediately. 

Fish  (Nian  Nian  You  Yu) 

Nian  Nian  means  year  by  year.  You  Yu  means 
have  fish.  "Fish"  in  Chinese  has  the  same  pronunciation 
as  "remaining."  So,  "Nian  Nian  You  Yu"  in  Chinese 
sounds  like  you  will  have  more  than  enough  year  by 
year.  It  is  also  popular  to  eat  fish  on  the  Chinese  New 
year. 

Here's  a  popular  fish  dish: 

Ingredients 

1.  a  large  perch,  head  still  on,  and  scales  taken  off 

3.  half  cup  of  chopped  green  onions 

4. 4  tea  spoons  of  chopped  ginger 

5. 1  tea  spoon  of  chopped  red  chili  pepper 

Sauce  Ingredients 

sauce  (a): 

Vi  tea  spoon  of  salt 
1  tea  spoon  of  rice  wine 
A  small  onion  chopped  in  quarters 
sauce  (b): 

1  table  spoon  water 
Vz  table  spoon  of  starch 
A  few  drops  of  sesame  oil 

Directions 

1.  Mix  each  sauce  together  separately 

2.  Wash  the  perch 

3.  Soak  the  perch  with  sauce  (a)  for  a  half  hour  inside  a 
pan 

4.  Cook  at  medium  heat  for  ten  minutes 

5.  Add  in  the  chopped  green  onions,  chopped  ginger  and 
chili 

6.  Spread  sauce  (b)  and  some  more  drops  of  sesame  oil 
on  the  fish  while  cooking. 

7.  Served  when  fish  is  cooked  cdl  the  way  through

Marilyn  Lee-Tom 

remembers  that  when 
she  was  growing  up 
in  Chinatown  and  the  South 
End,  her  family  was  at  the 
mercy  of  big  development 
projects.  Now,  in  her  new 
position  as  the  executive 
director  of  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation,  she  is  helping 
to  lead  a  few  of  her  home- 
neighborhood's  big 
development  projects 
-  with  the  goal  of  bet¬ 
tering  conditions  for 
residents. 

"I've  always 
been  interested  in  the 
issue  of  community 
control  over  develop¬ 
ment,"  said  Tom 
when  Sampan  asked  her 
why  she  took  her  job  at 
ACDC,  a  Chinatown  non¬ 
profit  agency  that  works  to 
increase  affordable  housing, 
business  opportunities  and 
teach  job  skills. 

Proof  of  her  inter¬ 
est  in  community  involve¬ 
ment  can  be  found  in  her 
resume.  She  was  involved  in 
almost  every  Chinatown 
advocacy  group  that  ever 
existed  and  she  helped 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  start 
the  first  Chinatown 


Neighborhood  Council 
about  20  years  ago. 

And  more  proof 
can  be  found  in  her  ambi¬ 
tious  plans  for  ACDC.  These 
plans  include  finishing  the 
Parcel  C  Project,  a  46% 
affordable  housing  project 
on  a  lot  near  the  New 
England  Medical  Center; 
starting  a  Chinatovvn  walk¬ 
ing  tour  that  would  be  "sim¬ 
ilar  to  a  Freedom  Trail"  in 
Chinatown;  developing 
more  affordable  housing, 
and  continuing  a  how-to- 
buy-a-home  course  offered 
in  Chinese  and  continuing 
job-training  courses. 

But  she's  well 
aware  that  her  job 
of  fulfilling 
ACDC's  mission 
will  not  be  easy. 

"I  think  the  chal¬ 
lenge  is  having  a 
very  ambitious 
agenda  with  limit¬ 
ed  resources  and  a 
small  staff.  And  (the  fact) 
that  Chinatown  is  land 
locked." 

She  also  realizes 
that  another  big  challenge  to 
creating  more  affordable 
housing  in  Chinatown  is 
that  for-profit  developers 
have  their  own  plans  for  the 
area. 

But  is  she  afraid 
that  these  challenges  will  be 
too  much  for  her? 
Apparently,  no. 

"I  feel  pretty  excit¬ 
ed  about  being  here  at 
ACDC."

Liberty  Place 
Developers  Meet 
Unhappy  Crowd 
at  Public  Hearing

The  Liberty  Place  Project's  devel¬ 
opment  team  literally  faced 
rejection  as  they  stepped  up  to  the 
microphone  to  present  their  building 
plans  during  a  public  hearing  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council.  Picketers 
stood  up  opposite  to  the  developers, 
holding  signs  that  read  "Save 
Chinatown,"  "Respect  the 
(Chinatown)  Master  Plan"  and 
"Affordable,  Not  Luxury,  Housing." 

The  hearing  opened  with 
the  developer's  roughly  30-minute 
presentation  of  their  plans  for 
Liberty  Place  Liberty  Place,  which 
will  be  located  on  a  mostly  vacant 
lot  off  Washington  Street  near  the 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles.  The 
developers  showed  pictures,  maps, 
charts  and  computer-generated  pho¬ 
tos  of  what  Chinatown  will  look  like 
after  the  building  is  built.  They 
focused  their  discussion  on  how  — 
in  their  view  -  the  30-story  building 
would  help,  not  hurt  Chinatown. 

The  building  of  Liberty 
Place  will  provide  468  units  of  hous¬ 
ing,  70  units  of  which  will  be  rented 
at  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority's  affordable  housing  rate. 
Of  those  70  units,  20  will  be  used  to 
provide  affordable  elderly  housing 
at  the  nearby  Hong  Luck  House. 

Two  historic  buildings  on  Essex 
Street  will  be  restored,  trees  will  be 


planted  near  Liberty  Place,  side¬ 
walks  will  be  restored  and  more 
streetlights  will  go  up.  The  lot  on 
which  the  building  will  be  built  is 
now  part  of  an  area  zoned  for  adult 
entertainment,  and  once  Liberty 
Place  is  constructed,  say  the  devel¬ 
opers,  that  lot  will  no  longer  be  able 
to  house  adult  entertainment.  They 
added  that  the  existing  porno  shop, 
the  Liberty  Bookstore,  which  is  now 
at  the  lot,  will  be  destroyed. 

The  traffic  created  by  the 
tenants  of  the  building  will  be  in 
percentage  small,  said  the  develop¬ 
ers,  because  most  will  rely  on  public 
transportation  -  Liberty  Place  will  be 
close  to  the  MBTA  Red  and  Orange 
Lines  and  close  to  the  MBTA  Silver 
Line  that  has  yet  to  be  created.  They 
also  said  that  bike  racks  would  be 
available  for  tenants,  as  would  an 
on-site  car  rental  service,  discourag¬ 
ing  car  ownership.  A  drop  off  area 
at  the  complex  would  help  prevent 
traffic  build  up. 

Shadows,  said  the  develop¬ 
ers,  would  mostly  fall  away  from 
Chinatown,  and  on  Commercial 
property.  As  for  noise  pollution, 
they  said  it  would  be  minimal  com¬ 
pared  to  the  noise  already  created  in 
Chinatown. 

"One  thing  that  makes  us 
(developers)  so  unique  is  that  we 
own  our  buildings  for  a  very  long 
time.  The  people  who  live  here  will 
shop  here  and  will  be  concerned 
about  the  quality  of  life  here,"  said 
one  of  the  developers. 

After  the  presentation, 
questions  and  comments  were  raised 
by  the  hearing's  attendees.  About  20 
people  spoke.  Only  one  speaker  was 
in  full  support  of  the  building. 

"Chinatown  needs  low  cost 


housing,  not  market  rate  housing," 
said  one  man.  His  words  were  trans¬ 
lated  from  Chinese  to  English  by  an 
interpreter  who  translated  for  the 
entire  hearing. 

Others  opposed  the  height 
of  the  building,  pointing  out  that  the 
Chinatown  Master  Plan  2000,  a  plan 
for  Chinatown  made  by  Chinatown 
advocates,  calls  for  building  to  be  no 
more  than  8  to  10  stories  high. 

"You  first  wanted  the 
building  to  be  26  stories,  then  28, 
then  30.  How  do  we  know  you 
won't  go  up  higher...  to  34  stories," 
said  a  member  of  a  Chinatown 
advocacy  group. 

Some  people  protested  the 
building  because  of  the  increased 
shadows,  noise  and  increased  traffic, 
saying  that  the  projected  increases 
that  the  developers  cited  were  mis¬ 
leading. 

"This  whole  meeting  is  an 
insult  to  our  intelligence...  You'll 
provide  your  tenants  with  a  view  of 
Chinatown,  while  you  leave  the 
long-time  residents  in  the  shadows," 
said  a  woman  who  owns  an  art 
gallery  in  Chinatown. 

Many  fear  that  if  the  large 
number  of  expensive  apartments 
enter  Chinatown,  then  rents  in  the 
area  will  go  up.  They  also  say  that 
the  affordable  units  that  will  be 
offered  won't  be  affordable  to  the 
residents  of  Chinatown. 

The  one  man  who  was  in 
favor  of  the  building,  and  who  is  a 
Hong  Luck  House  resident,  said  that 
Liberty  Place  will  provide  more 
housing,  including  the  20  units  that 
will  go  to  the  Hong  Luck  house,  and 
that  the  building  will  have  a  build¬ 
ing  manager  who  will  take  care  of 
the  place.

Kensington  Place  Public  Meeting  Brings  Many  Questions,  Concerns 


Officially  to  be  located  in  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District,  the  building  will  neigh¬ 
bor  the  China  Trade  Center  Building  and 
will  be  inside  Hinge-Block,  a  plot  sur¬ 
rounded  by  La  Grange  Street,  Washington 
Street,  Tremont  Street  and  Boylston  Street. 
The  erecting  of  Kensington  Place  will 
require  destroying  four  existing  buildings, 
all  between  about  50  and  100-years  old. 
Three  retail  stores  are  housed  in  the  build¬ 
ings  and  the  developers  will  be  able  to 
take  one  of  those  buildings,  which  is  now 
an  in-business  strip  bar  called  the  Glass 
Slipper,  by  Eminent  Domain. 

The  BRA  began  the  meeting  by 
briefly  discussing  zoning  rules  for  the 
area  at  which  Kensington  Place  will  sit. 


Next,  the  building's  developjers  showed 
maps,  pictures  and  fancy  computerized 
renderings  of  what  the  towering  structure 
will  look  like  when  its  completed. 

Many  questions  and  comments 
followed. 

Area  residents'  biggest  concern  is 
the  project's  height.  The  building  will 
stretch  about  three  times  higher  than  most 
buildings  in  that  part  of  Chinatown.  (The 
dividing  line  between  Chinatown  and  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District  is  Washington 
Street,  and  the  former  neighborhood  is 
zoned  for  buildings  of  about  8  stories.) 

Locals  also  worry  about  the  new 
high-rise  being  so  close  to  Liberty  Place,  a 
30  story  building  that  will  be  on 

Washington  Street, 
comer  to  corner 
with  Kensington 
Place. 

"I'm  very  con¬ 
cerned  about  the 
wind-tunnel 
effect,"  said  one 
person,  who  is  on 
the  Chinatown 
Safety  Committee 
and  the  Lower 
Washington  Street 
Task  Force.  He  was 
worried  that 
Liberty  Place  and 
Kensington  Place 
would  cause  an 
increase  in  power¬ 
ful  winds  in  the 
area. 

Others  were 
worried  about  the 
shadows  that 
would  be  cast  by 
the  giant  structure. 

The  project's 
developers  replied 
to  these  questions 
and  comments  by 
saying  that  they 
are  still  studying 
the  wind  effects  of 
the  building,  and 
that  the  shadows 


would  mostly  be  cast  to  the  north,  away 
from  the  Chinatown  area.  As  for  the 
height,  they  said  that  this  is  just  the  very 
beginning  stage  of  the  proposal,  but  they 
don't  plan  on  shortening  it. 

One  man  who  works  in  a 
Chinatown  development  corporation  said 
that  he  wanted  to  know  if  the  retail  space 
would  in  any  way  benefit  the  community 
and  he  wanted  specific  examples  of  what 
will  be  put  in  those  spaces. 

The  developers  said  that  it's  too 
early  to  give  specifics  about  how  the  retail 
space  would  be  used,  but  that  they  would 
give  priority  to  area  businesses  who  want¬ 
ed  to  rent  the  spaces. 

"How  will  270  units  of  luxury 
housing  help  this  working  class  communi¬ 
ty  living  in  Chinatown,"  asked  the  direc¬ 
tor  of  a  Chinatown  activist  group.  (About 
30  of  the  units,  or  10%  of  them,  will  be 
rented  at  the  BRA's  affordable  housing 
rate.) 

Answering  his  question,  devel¬ 
opers  said  that  it  would  create  a  supply  of 
apartments  in  an  area  that  is  now  mostly 
vacated.  They  said  the  development 
would  create  a  residential  community  that 
would  be  active  24-hours,  seven-days  a 
week,  thus  pushing  out  unwanted  night¬ 
life  of  prostitution  and  crime  that  is  now 
common  to  the  area. 

The  project  is  required  by  the 
city  to  make  10%  of  its  units  affordable, 
according  the  BRA  affordable  housing 
standards.  Some  residents  asked  if  the 
number  of  affordable  units  could  be 
increased. 

The  answer  was  probably  not, 
and  the  developers  pointed  out  that  they 
are  not  getting  any  sort  of  subsidy  to  sup¬ 
port  the  affordable  uruts. 

One  man  questioned  if  those 
affordable  units  would  even  be  afford¬ 
able. 

"Affordability  across  the  city  means  dif¬ 
ferent  things  to  different  people,"  he  said. 

.  At  the  current  BRA  rates,  afford¬ 
able  units  can  range  from  $980  to  $1,470  a 
month  for  a  studio  and  between  $1,260 
and  $1,890  for  a  two  bedroom. 


How  is  Kensington  Place  able  to  build  so  high?  The  reason 
is  because  they're  planning  to  build  on  a  PDA  or  Planned 
Development  Area.  Areas  designated  as  PDAs  can  go  up 
to  275  feet.  For  developers  to  build  in  PDAs,  they  must  describe 
their  plans  in  detail  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
the  Zoning  Commission.  They  must  hold  public  hearings,  such 
as  the  one  described  in  this  page's  story,  and  they  must  allow 
for  the  public  to  comment  on  the  plans.  There  are  additional 
requirements  for  building  on  a  PDA.

Short  answers  and  very  long  questions 
filled  most  of  the  three-hour  long 
public  meeting  between  the  develop¬ 
ers  of  the  Kensington  Place  project,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  residents  of  Chinatown 
and  neighboring  areas. 

The  developers  of  the 
Kensington  Place  project  are  proposing  a 
28-story  building  that  would  house  300 
apartments  and  327  parking  spaces.  The 
building  will  also  house  some  retail  space.

usiness  was  kept  short  at  the  Jan.  22  Chinatown 
Yy  Neighborhood  Council  Meeting,  making  room, 
no  doubt,  for  the  long  public  meeting  about 
Liberty  Place  that  was  to  follow  (see  Liberty  Place 
Story  in  Local  News  Section). 

Council  members  opened  the  meeting  with 
the  announcement  that  Kai  Lau,  who  had  served  as  a 
co-moderator  for  the  council  for  6  years,  was  step¬ 
ping  down  from  his  position. 

.  "He  has  done  an  outstanding  job  for  the 
Chinatown  community,"  said  fellow  co-moderator 
Bill  Moy  of  his  colleague. 

Council  member  Albert  Li  was  nominated 
by  other  piembers  to  fill  Lau's  position. 

"I  will  try  to  do  my  best  to  serve  the  com¬ 
munity,"  said  Li. 

Following  that  brief  election,  the  council 
introduced  members  and  attendees  to  Joe  Nogelo, 
the  new  executive  director  of  the  Wang  YMCA. 

Closing  the  meeting  was  the  annoimcement 
that  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  denied  Ra)miond 
Choi  from  getting  the  zoning  variance  he  wanted  so 
that  he  could  open  a  restaurant  that  would  provide 
live  entertainment.  The  place  would  have  been  locat¬ 
ed  at  40-44  Harrison  Ave.  Choi  had  owned  Dino's,  a 
nightclub  that  was  shut  down  last  year  because  of 
zoning  violations.  The  hearing  was  held  the  morning 
of  that  evening's  council  meeting. 
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Who  Will  Respect  Chinatown's  Masterplan?

What  does  Chinatown  need  to  do  to 
get  respect?  I  don't  believe  that  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  or 
the  developers  of  the  28-story 
Kensington  Place  and  the  developers 
of  the  30-story  Liberty  Place  feel  they 
need  to  pay  respect  to  Chinatown. 
They  certainly  aren't  respecting  the 
Chinatown  Master  Plan  2000. 

The  Master  Plan  is  a  docu¬ 
ment  that  was  produced  by  the 
Chinatown  community  with  the  City 
of  Boston  to  manage  growth  in  the 
neighborhood.  The  plan  is  only  as 
good  as  the  community's  -  and  the 
city's  -  commitment  is  to  it.  The 
Master  Plan  asks  that  building  height 
in  the  area  stop  at  100  feet,  or  8-sto¬ 
ries.  Kensington,  which  will  be  at 
Hinge-Block,  and  Liberty  Place,  which 
will  be  on  Washington  Street,  will 
both  be  three  times  that  height. 

Developers  have  a  right  - 
and  a  need  —  to  make  money.  But  not 
at  the  expense  of  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents'  quality  of  life.  If  the  developers 
were  to  build  an  8-story  building 


then  people  wouldn't  be  upset.  But,  as 
the  many  protesters  at  the  Jan.  22 
Liberty  Place  public  hearing  showed, 
many  of  us  are  upset.  Instead  of 
respecting  the  Chinatown  community, 
the  developers  for  Liberty  Place  have 
done  the  opposite  by  increasing  their 
first  proposal  of  26  stories  to  28  sto¬ 
ries  and  then  to  30  stories. 

Some  senior  citizens  at  Mason  Place 
complain  that  they  just  finished  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  noisy  construction  of 
Millennium,  a  35-story  luxury  tower 
nearby. 

"They  took  out  the  side  walk 
on  Washington  Street  and  the  taxis 
are  drag  racing  to  get  to  the  Ritz 
Carlton,"  said  Claire  Croghan,  a  resi¬ 
dent  at  Mason  Place,  at  the  Jan.  22  ■ 

hearing  for  Liberty  Place.  She  also 
told  how  anxiety-causing  it  was  to 
live  next  to  the  noise  and  pollution  of 
the  construction. 

Soon  we'll  have  to  deal  with  these 
new  buildings'  construction,  too. 

Liberty  Place's  developers  say 
they  plan  to  rent  the  building's  400 
market  rate  units  at  a  starting  price  of 
$1,600.  Kensington  Place  will  build 
300  luxury  units  just  across  the  street 


from  Liberty  Place,  and  its  starting 
price  will  no  doubt  be  more  expen¬ 
sive.  The  developers  claim  that  these 
two  towering  buildings  will  be  good 
for  Chinatown,  in  part,  because  they'll 
provide  more  affordable  housing  and 
clean  up  the  area.  (Liberty  Place  will 
rent  an  additional  70  affordable  units, 
and  Kensington  Place,  an  additional 
30). 

But  what  is  affordable? 
Currently,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority's  requirement  for  afford¬ 
able  housing  isn't  so  affordable  for 
many  Chinatown  residents:  A  one- 
bedroom  apartment  is  $980  to  $1,470  a 
month;  a  two-bed  room  apartment 
goes  for  $1,260  to  $1,890  a  month. 

Sure,  Kensington  Place  and 
Liberty  Place  will  clean  and  restore 
the  area  around  where  they're  build¬ 
ing.  But,  with  such  expensive  rents, 
they  might  just  clean  out  nearby  resi¬ 
dents,  too. 

Chinatown  deserves  some 
RESPECT.

Grace  Lin  is  a  children's 
book  illustrator.  She  has 
illustrated  and  written 
for  more  than  a  half  dozen 
kids'  books,  most  of  which 
carry  a  Chinese  theme.  Her 
works  include  "The  Ugly 
Vegetables"  (Charlesbridge, 
1999),  "The  Big  Buck 
Adventure"  (Charlesbridge, 
2000),  "Round  is  a  Mooncake" 
(Chronicle,  2000)  and  "Dim 
Sum  for  Everyone"  (Knopf 
Books).  Sampan  wanted  to 
find  out  her  story.  So  we 
asked  her. 

Sampan;  How  long  have  you 
been  involved  in  children's 
books? 


Sampan:  Many  of  the  books 
that  you  have  illustrated  or 
written  have  a  Chinese 
theme.  Can  you  talk  about 
that?  Are  you  hoping  to  intro¬ 
duce  kids  to  Chinese  culture 
through  your  books? 

Lin:  I  grew  up  in  Upstate  NY, 
which  is  predominantly 
Caucasian.  We  were  the  only 
Asian  family  in  our  area.  I 
was  the  only  Asian  child  in 
my  classroom.  In  an  attempt 
to  blend,  my  parents  made 
the  conscious  decision  to 
speak  English  in  the  house 
and  I  grew  up  becoming 
what  kids  cruelly  called  a 
"Twinkie":  yellow  on  the  out¬ 
side  and  white  on  the  inside. 

I  remember  feeling  that  there 
was  no  place  for  me  and 
books  at  that  time  seemed  to 


I  think  I'd  need  a  much 
stronger  grasp  of  the  lan¬ 
guage...  (Lin  is  first  genera¬ 
tion  Chinese- American) 
which  I'm  working  on! 

Sampan:  What  mediums  and 
colors  do  you  favor? 

Lin:  I  use  gouache,  which  is  a 
kind  of  thick,  bright  watercol- 
or  paint.  I  love  really  bright 
colors  because  they  are  so 
joyful.  Red  is  my  favorite 
color  so  I  tend  to  use  it  a  lot. 

Sampan:  You  have  a  distinct 
style.  How  long  did  it  take 
you  to  develop  that  style? 

Lin:  I'm  still  developing  it!  I 
began  the  style  in  school, 
about  8  years  ago  and  it's 
grown  since.  One  can  easily 


Lin:  That's  an  interesting 
question.  Most  people 
assume  children's  writing  is 
easier  than  adult  writing,  but 
1  think  it  is  exactly  the  oppo¬ 
site.  Children's  writing  has  to 
be  so  clean  and  spare,  yet 
lyrical  and  interesting  at  the 
same  time.  And  it  has  to 
appeal  not  only  to  kids,  but 
also  to  the  adults  who  read  it 
to  the  kids. 

My  approach  is  to 
just  write  what  I  love  and  in  a 
way  that  is  interesting  to  me, 
as  the  adult  I  am  now  and  to 
the  child  that  I  was.. .and 
hope  that  it  reaches  my  audi¬ 
ence  the  same  way! 

Sampan;  Your  Website  says 
that  you  ate  40  dim  sums 
during  the  making  of  your 


Lin:  I've  been  involved  with 
children's  books  my  entire 
life  —I  never  grew  out  of  it 
from  kindergarten.  I've 
always  loved  children's 
books.  ...Professionally,  I 
have  been  involved  for  about 
6  years. 

Sampan;  I  understand  you 
once  wanted  to  be  a  profes¬ 
sional  ice  skater  but  gravity 
and  the  hardness  of  frozen 
water  helped  change  your 
mind  about  that.  Then  you 
decided  to  become  an  artist. 
Can  you  tell  me  how  you 
became  a  children's  book 
artist? 

Lin:  1  think  I  always  loved 
books  and  I  always  loved  art, 
so  it  was  a  natural  progres¬ 
sion.  Honestly,  as  soon  as  I 
realized  that  "children's  book 
artist"  was  an  actual 
job... that's  what  I  wanted  to 
be. 

Sampan:  Did  you  have  for¬ 
mal  training  as  an  artist  or 
did  you  teach  yourself? 

Lin:  I  went  to  the  Rhode 
Island  School  of  Design  and 
got  a  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts, 
majoring  in  illustration. 


echo  the  sentiment.  The  few 
books  with  Asian  characters 
were  usually  folktales,  set  in 
an  ancient  time— nothing  a 
completely  Americanized 
Asian  girl  could  relate  to. 

It  wasn't  until  I  was 
older  that  I  began  to  appreci¬ 
ate  my  cultural  heritage  and 
blending.  When  I  decided  I 
wanted  to  write  and  illustrate 
children's  books,  I  thought 
about  the  books  I  wished  I 
had  when  I  was  a  child  —  the 
books  that  I  had  yearned  for 
that  hadn't  existed  —  and 
with  that  in  mind  went  to 
work. 

My  hope  for  my 
books  is  that  Asian-American 
kids  see  themselves  and 
embrace  what  they  are  and 
that  they  expose  children  of 
other  races  to  the  Asian  part 
of  the  melting  pot  and  be  fun, 
enjoyable  books  to  read  and 
look  at  again  and  again. 

Sampan:  Do  you  have  kids? 

Lin:  No,  not  yet! 

Sampan:  Have  you  ever 
thought  about  making  a  bilin¬ 
gual  book?  Or  a  Chinese  lan¬ 
guage  book? 

Lin:  I've  thought  about  it,  but 


see  the  differences  and 
growth  from  my  first  book 
"The  Ugly  Vegetables"  to  my 
latest  book  "Red  is  a  Dragon". 

Sampan:  What  do  you  enjoy 
more:  writing  or  illustrating? 

Lin:  I  enjoy  the  illustrating 
more— 1  get  a  lot  of  happiness 
from  painting  and  seeing  pic¬ 
tures  unfold.  Most  of  the 
time,  I  see  the  pictures  of  the 
story  in  my  head  as  I  write  it. 

Sampan:  What  age  group  are 
your  books  intended  for? 

Lin:  Some  of  my  books  cire 
intended  for  a  very  young 
audience  —  "Round  is  a 
Mooncake"  and  "Red  is  a 
Dragon"  for  example,  teach 
about  shapes  and  colors  as 
wells  as  Asian  culture  to  a 
young  crowd,  ages  two  to 
five.  My  book  "The  Ugly 
Vegetables"  is  intended  for 
older  kids,  ages  three  to  nine. 
But  honestly,  I  think  all  ages 
can  enjoy  my  books— adults 
included! 

Sampan:  Being  an  adult,  you 
must  have  to  approach  such 
books  from  the  perspective  of 
a  youngster.  How  do  you  do 
that? 


book  "Dim  Sum  for 
Everyone."  Was  this  book  just 
an  excuse  to  eat  a  lot  of  dim 
sum? 

Lin:  My  husband  insists  that 
is  true! 

Sampan;  Do  you  have  any 
more  books  in  the  works? 

Lin:  My  new  book  "Kite- 
Flying"  comes  out  in  June.  It 
is  a  companion  book  to  "Dim 
Sum  for  Everyone!"  and  has 
the  same  characters  —  basical¬ 
ly  my  family  —  and  format. 
After  that,  for  a  change  of 
pace,  I  have  an  animal  book 
called  "Olvina  Flies,"  which  is 
about  a  chicken  that  flies  on 
an  airplane.

Qiinese  Native  Hua 
HuaZhangTook 
Her  Puppetry  Alt  to 
U5;  Left  Her 
Prestige  and  Sleatfy 
Pay  Qiedc  Behind

In  China,  Hua  Hua  Zhang  was  a  leading 
puppeteer.  She  had  performed  puppet 
shows  there  for  20  years  and  was  one  of 
the  top  in  her  field.  The  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment  valued  her  skill  and  paid  her  well. 

But,  Zhang  said,  she  could  no 
longer  learn  puppetry  from  those  who 
taught  the  art,  because  there,  all  puppetry  is 
performed  with  rod  puppets  and  all  puppet 
shows  are  about  Chinese  history.  So,  she 
moved  to  the  United  States  to  study  pup¬ 
petry  at  the  University  of  Connecticut. 

"1  wanted  to  learn  more.  1  did  only 
one  thing  in  China,  performing.  1  wanted  to 
discover  myself,"  said  Zhang,  who  per¬ 
formed  her  show,  "East  Meets  West,"  at  the 
Puppet  Showplace  Theatre  in  Brookline,  on 
Jan.  19  and  20. 

She  enrolled  in  the  university's 
Puppet  Arts  Program  about  five  years  ago. 
Despite  being  the  top  in  her  field  in  China, 
she  said,  starting  a  puppetry  program  at  an 
American  university  was  a  humbling  expe¬ 
rience. 

"I  came  here  at  zero.  Everything 
was  new  and  very  hard.  I  came  here  and  I 
had  never  touched  a  marionette  before.  I 
was  like  a  baby.  (I  said  to  myself;)  Hua 
Hua,  you're  nothing." 

She  had  become  used  to  the  tradi¬ 
tions  of  the  art  as  it's  performed  in  her 
home  country,  and  sometimes  she  found 
herself  startled  and  lost  in  the  new  pro¬ 
gram.  One  such  time  was  when  she  was  in 
a  puppet-making  course  and  her  homework 
was  to  create  her  own  puppet. 

"1  had  never  built  a  puppet  before." 
In  China  she  was  limited  to  only  using  rod 
puppets.  Now,  rod  puppets  make  up  only 
part  of  her  performances.  And  she's  proud 
to  perform  with  "Pablo,"  a  puppet  she  made 
at  the  University  of  Cormecticut  and  mod¬ 
eled  after  a  Pablo  Picasso-style  painting. 

But,  giving  up  the  prestige  she  had 
earned  in  her  home  country  was  just  one 
sacrifice  she  had  to  make  to  come  here. 
Zhang  also  gave  up  her  steady  pay  check. 

"Art  is  so  hard  here.  You  have  to 
look  for  performances.  The  government 
paid  me  well  (in  China)." 

Her  work,  however,  is  starting  to 
catch  on  hefe.  In  1998  and  2000,  Zhang  per¬ 
formed  in  the  Jim  Henson  International 
Festival  of  Puppet  Arts;  she  recently  built 
and  performed  30  puppets  for  a  sequence  of 
the  PBS  program  "Between  the  Lions," 
called  "Sad  Dad,"  and  she  is  even  starting  to 
teach  puppetry  courses  at  U.S.  schools. 

Zhang  is  also  touring  around  for 
her  "East  Meets  West"  show  and  another 
show,  "Butterfly  Dreams,"  which  is  for 
adults  and  explores  our  lives  in  relation  to 
our  dreams. 

And  now  that  Zhang  has  found  in 
her  new  home  an  ability  to  stretch  her  cre¬ 
ative  boundaries,  audiences  will  likely  see 
new  puppet  works  soon. 

"I'm  growing.  1  grow.  I'm  always 
looking  for  new  things."

Friendships  all  around 
are  renewed.  Time  is  invested  and 
care  is  given  to  strengthen  impor¬ 
tant  social  ties.  Arrangements  to 
pay  respect  are  scheduled  for  easy 
travel  at  the  right  time  on  selected 
days.  New  Year  gifts  are  pur¬ 
chased.  Shopping  for  new  clothes 
excites  children  and  adults. 

Seasonal  ingredients  for  the 
reunion  meal  with  the  family  are 
bought.  Sweets  and  teas,  pastries 
and  wine  for  visiting  guests  are 
stored.  Red  envelopes  with  pretty 
gold  printing  are  readied.  All  is 
well.  Beat  the  drums.  Sound  them 
hard.  Sound  them  loud.  Light  the 
firecrackers.  Dance  on  the  street! 


All  must  be  well 

Let  the  celebration  begin! 
The  red  banner  with  propitious 
thought  is  up  at  the  front  door. 

The  thought  -  written  in  a  poetic 
couplet,  with  a  single  character: 
together  -  conveys  the  family's  good 
wish  for  the  New  Year.  This  callig¬ 
raphy  projects  positive  thoughts 
outside  to  the  world,  and  to  the 
people  stepping  inside  the  home. 
Positive  thinking  is  an  important 
social  custom  for  the  Chinese  dur¬ 
ing  the  New  Year.  It  is  a  heritage  of 
the  people  that  goes  back  a  long 
way.  This  cultural  optimism  con¬ 
nects  today  to  all  the  yesterdays. 
From  this  moment  of  celebration, 
one  positive  thought  wakes  to  one 
bright  tomorrow  connecting  to 


The  Spirit  of  Generosity 


many  brighter  tomorrows.  Such 
ancient  optimism,  yearly  renewed, 
guided  the  Chinese  through  cycles 
of  many  a  waning  and  waxing 
moon. 

Optimism  is  that  natural 
desire  to  do  well.  It  is  a  gift  to  all 
peoples.  It  is  personal.  A  baby  at 
birth  cries  out  this  desire  that 
grows  better  and  stronger  with  the 
years.  At  the  Chinese  New  Year, 
the  adults  look  for  such  optimistic 
prattles  from  babies  and  children 
who  are  encouraged  to  grow  good 
thinking.  They  are  rewarded  with 
red  envelopes  filled  with  generosity. 
Good  thinking  in  children  grows  big 
into  a  larger  social  pool  of  opti¬ 
mism.  Generosity  is  the  spirit  that 
grows  good  thoughts.  Together, 
optimism  and  generosity  are  social 
resources  that  benefit  all  peoples. 
Optimism  becomes  the  pride  and 
prize  of  the  community.  Generosity 
is  the  fuel,  the  oU,  the  glue.  Both 
are  cultural  values.  Their  vibrant 
energy  from  the  first  month  drives 
earthly  events  throughout  the  year. 
They  revitalize  social  life  among 
people.  All  peoples  draw  strength 
from  this  wellspring  of  optimistic 
cultural  energy.  All  is  well.  For  all 
must  be  well. 

The  Chinese  emphasis 
on  positive  thinking  during  the  New 
Year  makes  a  conscious  thought 
separation  between  "all  must  be 
well"  and  "all  is  well."  Every  year  in 
time  for  the  festive  eve  the  people 
show  great  industry  to  make  sure 
all  is  well.  Highest  value  is  placed 
on  this  wellspring  of  optimism. 

This  thought  value  commands 
mental  discipline.  Effort  is  required 
from  all.  Discipline  and  effort  make 
life  easier  to  concentrate  on  all  that 
is  well.  As  a  cultural  direction, 
optimism  is  but  a  good  wish  for 
today  and  all  the  tomorrows.  This 
is  cultural  thinking.  Positive  pri¬ 
vate  thoughts  are  harmonized  to 
present  good  public  behavior.  They 
allow  a  community  to  exercise 
thoughts  to  deliver  social  harmony. 
Harmony  brings  ease  and  comfort 
to  the  people.  "All  is  well,"  in 
minds,  creates  a  sense  of  complete¬ 
ness,  of  roundedness,  of  closure. 
Harmony  is  felt  in  the  hearts. 

When  the  first  light  of  dawn 
shines  into  the  home,  the  custom 
requires  that  the  first  day  of  the 
first  lunar  month  be  greeted  with  a 
fresh,  positive  outlook.  Family 
members  who  have  stayed  awake 
through  the  night  busy  with  ritual 
preparations  stop  all  work. 

Thoughts  of  "all  must  be  well"  are 
suspended.  The  Chinese  New  Year 
ritual  treats  "all  must  be  well"  as 
stressful  obsession.  It  is  the  oppo¬ 
site  of  wellness.  It  interferes  with 
the  thought  "all  is  well."  The 
kitchen  after  a  busy  night  of  heavy 
cooking  stays  as  it  is  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  days.  To  give  the  opposite  look 
of  picturesque  perfection  is  desired. 
All  is  well.  The  family  is  reminded 
that  perfection  is  a  goal. 

Perfection,  that  is  real  and  tangible, 
is  one  of  the  many  goals  achieved 
through  time.  Cleaning,  sweeping 
and  degreasing  have  been  done  pre¬ 
viously.  If  more  cleaning  at  home 
is  needed,  it  is  suspended  during 
the  New  Year.  Family  and  guests 
are  reminded  that  messiness  is  a 
part  of  the  good  life. 

Moreover,  the  generosity  of  a  New 
Year  spirit  removes  all  thoughts  on 
what  is  to  be  done.  Pleasure  is 
concentrated  on  what  has  been 


done.  The  ritual  of  Chinese 
thought  separation  manifests. 
Negative  thoughts  are  guarded. 

That  includes  thoughts  on  "aU  must 
be  well."  For  they  sound  as  if  a 
given  situation  is  wanting.  As  if  the 
situation  is  not  satisfactory.  Such 
a  thought  is  not  expressed. 

Negative  feelings  are  guarded.  The 
cultural  discipline  of  positive  think¬ 
ing  takes  over  negative  thoughts.  A 
generous  feeling  is  summoned.  The 
cultural  aura  of  "all  is  well"  is  acti¬ 
vated.  With  the  dawn  of  a  new  day, 
propitious  greetings  are  exchanged. 
Feeling  gentle  and  kind,  everyone 
relaxes  to  enjoy  the  pleasure  of  rest 
and  leisure.  A  holiday  from  work 
and  worry  is  a  yearly  custom  that 
brings  wholeness  of  being  and  well¬ 
ness  of  family.  From  each  family 
this  wellness  and  wholeness  bring 
harmony  to  the  community,  and  to 
the  nation. 


All  is  well 

A  presence  of  mind  for  the 
New  Year  is  given  to  the  quality  of 
the  present  time.  Matters  at  hand 
and  the  presence  of  company 
receive  optimum  attention.  Today 
is  most  important.  A  mind  focuses 
on  cultural  significance,  during  cul¬ 
tural  time.  Cultural  time  is  differ¬ 
ent  from  a  life  that  revolves  around 
9  to  5,  five  days  a  week,  or  9  to  9, 
six  days  a  week.  Cultural  time  for 
the  Chinese  New  Year  begins  with 
the  midnight  moon  around  eleven 
o'clock,  until  the  midday  sun 
around  one  o'clock. 

The  Chinese  believe  that  during 
this  early  period  the  mind  is  most 
calm  and  the  body's  vitality  has  the 
most  vigor.  Decisions  made  from 
the  combined  energy  of  vigor  and 
calm  is  said  to  produce  rational 
results  that  are  stable  and  endur¬ 
ing.  Ceremonies  to  welcome  the 
New  Year  are  exercised  during  this 
period  for  such  reasons.  In  the 
days  of  the  Emperors,  official  court 
businesses  were  conducted  at  these 
early  hours  before  sunrise.  In 
Chinese  cultural  time,  when  the 
noon  sun  moves  toward  dusk  until 
the  rising  moon  climbs  up  to  mid¬ 
night,  this  period  is  devoted  to  rest 
and  relaxation  with  relatives, 
friends,  and  family.  The  day  is  full 
and  complete. 

In  years  past,  life  with 
Chinese  cultural  time  and  its  ritu¬ 
als  had  a  rhythm  of  its  own. 
Important  activities,  like  those  in 
Court,  were  initiated  and  performed 
under  candlelight  before  a  new  day 
began.  In  Chinese  families  with 
more  than  one  mother,  the  New 
Year's  custom  dictated  that  the 
father  visit  the  First  Mother  before 
dawn.  He  paid  respect  to  her  posi¬ 
tion  as  the  first  wife.  Once  every 
12  lunar  months,  they  confirmed 
their  marital  bond,  reestablished 
vital  health,  and  reconnected  for 
good  communication  during  the 
year.  Duty  was  done:  they  had 
intercourse. 

She  was  happy.  The  old  man 
was  happy.  Members  of  the  family 
were  happy.  All  was  well. 

Such  a  marital  custom 
points  to  the  primacy  of  quality, 
and  not  quantity,  as  an  essence  of 
interpersonal  intercourse.  As  in  all 
marriages,  generosity  is  the  key 
that  leads  to  happiness  and  suc¬ 
cess.  The  exchange  of  generosity, 
even  ritually,  is  taken  as  successful 


interaction. 

In  the  public  sphere  during  the 
Chinese  New  Year,  generosity  as  a 
part  of  community  interaction  is 
similarly  expressed  through  the  rit¬ 
uals  of  lion  dances.  The  quantity  of 
lions  on  the  street  is  a  reflection  of 
community  success.  More  lions 
equal  more  businesses  and 
patrons.  As  they  make  their 
rounds  to  honor  their  patrons  who 
reward  the  lions  with  fresh  lettuce 
and  red  envelopes,  more  lions  add 
more  vitality  to  the  sight  and  sound 
of  the  festivities.  The  public  is  joy¬ 
ous.  The  elaborate  dance  of  collect¬ 
ing  the  rewards  of  prosperity  and 
appreciation  is  symbolic.  The 
important  ritual  meaning  between 
the  lion  and  the  patron  is  in  the 
exchange  of  generosity  maintained 
through  the  months  after  the  cele¬ 
bration.  And  the  public  is  enter¬ 
tained  with  the  fruits  of  a  yearlong 
generous  support.  The  results  of 
support  received  are  displayed  for 
the  public  through  the  interaction 
of  two  or  more  lions  at  the  moment 
when  their  processional  paths 
intersect. 

Old  custom  requires  two  or 
more  lions  crossing  paths  to  not 
ignore  but  to  acknowledge  each 
other  before  moving  forward.  When 
two  lions  meet  at  an  intersection,  a 
display  of  ceremony  and  pageantry 
are  good  forms  that  excite  everyone 
with  performances  of  greeting,  skill, 
and  drama.  Their  mutual  acknowl¬ 
edgement  can  be  three  standard . 
bows  with  the  drum  rolls.  It  can  be 
a  spontaneous  acrobatic  dance  of 
interactive  martial  skills  starting 
with  the  bows  of  salutation  up  to 
the  final  bows  of  parting.  Besides 
being  entertained,  the  watching 
public  is  comforted  by  the  playful 
exchange  of  strength,  friendship, 
and  respect,  symbols  of  leadership 
carried  in  each  lion  head. 

When  the  dancers  belong  to 
rival  organizations  or  patrons,  dur¬ 
ing  New  Year  a  public  expects  each 
lion  to  represent  community.  In 
'  celebration,  rivalry  is  guarded. 

Each  lion  and  the  dancers  are 
expected  to  express  cooperative 
sentiment  through  a  spirit  of 
sportsmanship.  The  skilled 
dancers  aided  by  the  drummers 
express  their  generous  spirit  with 
the  strength  and  beauty  of  their 
martial  discipline  moved  through  a 
coordinated  lion  tail  to  head.  The 
community  is  impressed  and 
inspired.  By  the  end  of  the  day  the 
lions  assemble  in  a  traditional  New 
Year  parade  of  unity  to  celebrate 
community  and  to  receive  public 
applause. 

During  the  New  Year  a  spir¬ 
it  of  generosity  is  rekindled  in  every 
household  of  the  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity.  It  is  heard  in  the  applause.  It 
is  felt  with  social  interaction.  It  is 
seen  in  the  red  envelope.  They 
reinforce  optimism  for  the  year.  A 
generous  spirit  sustains  correct 
thought  and  right  behavior  at  home 
and  at  work. 

The  Chinese  New  Year  prin¬ 
ciple  on  generosity  has  been  record¬ 
ed  since  the  earliest  of  time.  In  the 
Dhamma-pada,  the  Buddhist  book 
on  ethics  written  over  2000  years 
ago,  a  philosophy  on  right  behavior 
says:  Dwell  not  on  the  rudeness 
others  have  done  or  have  left 
undone,  look  more  at  the  good  you 
have  done  or  that  has  to  be  done.

Mr.  Tsukasa  in  his  udomja  (udon  restaurant)

He's  about  66-years-old,  a  little 
chubby  around  the  middle  and  speaks 
very  little  English.  And  for  a  good  part 
of  a  cloudy  Tuesday  morning  he  had 
my  complete  attention.  It  wasn't  Mr. 
Tsukasa's  child-like  smile  and  youthful 
energy  that  kept  my  interest  on  that 
warm  morning  in  Marugame,  Japan.  It 
was  his  trade.  The  owner  of  Bonkura 
Udon  restaurant,  he  has  been  making 
udon,  a  thick,  white-flour  noodle,  for  40 
years.  And  on  that  Tuesday  Mr. 

Tsukasa  was  showing  me  how  to  do  it. 

Mr.  Tsukasa's  kitchen  is  small 
and,  as  in  most  Japanese  kitchens,  shoes 
aren't  allowed  inside.  His  three-hour 
noodle-making  lesson  started  with  a 
bowl  of  white  flour  and  a  pitcher  of 
salted  water  that  lie  on  a  wooden  table. 
He  mixed  the  two  ingredients,  turning 
them  into  a  firm,  dry  dough.  He  rolled 
the  dough  into  a  ball,  covered  it  with 
plastic  and  stomped  it  flat  with  his  feet. 
He  folded  it,  flattened  it  again,  and 
finally  cut  it  into  long  thin  strips.  Now, 
the  noodle  was  recognizable  as  udon. 

Making  udon  requires  letting 
the  dough  set  for  about  an  hour  -  this  is 
done  just  before  the  part  when  the  foot 
stomping  begins.  During  the  wait, 
Mr.Tsukasa  lead  me  to  the  restaurant 
dining  area  and  gave  me  a  plate  of  the 
cold  noodle.  It  was  served  with  grated 
ginger,  scallions,  a  mound  of  the  hot 
green  radish  paste  wasabi  and  a  sauce 
of  soy  sauce  and  fish  and  seaweed  fla¬ 
voring.  It  was  delicious. 

Though  it  will  take  many  years 
before  I  learn  to  make  the  noodle  as 
good  as  Mr.  Tsukasa  can  make  it,  I  did 
learn  something  even  more  important 


western  prefecture  that  Marugame 
belongs  to,  is  famous  in  Japan  for  being 
the  best  place  to  buy  this  noodle.  "After 
eating  udon  here,  other  udon  will  never 
taste  good,"  one  resident  told  me.  She 
was  right. 

In  many  parts  of  that  area 
udon  restaurants  are  literally  a  stone's 
throw  away  from  each  other.  I  could 
walk  from  one  to  the  other  within  min¬ 
utes,  and  at  most  of  the  restaurants  I 
could  find  a  meal  of  the  noodle  for  less 
than  $5. 

Of  course  I  didn't  spend  my 
entire  time  in  Marugame  eating. 

Though  I  would've  liked  to.  And  I  did¬ 
n't  just  eat  udon.  There  was  the  raw 
fish(in  one  meal  the  fish's  body  was 


and  bran  flakes.  But  I  digress... 

Compared  to  the  well-know 
cities  Kyoto  or  Tokyo,  Marugame  is 
tiny.  It's  a  city  that  remains  out  of  the 
itinerary  of  most  tourists.  The  only  vis¬ 
iting  Westerners  that  I  encountered  dur¬ 
ing  my  two  and  a  half  weeks  there  were 
two  bicycle-riding  Mormons  trying  to 
convert  locals  to  a  new  religion. 

But  the  city  is  very  worth  the 
visit.  Surrounding  Marugame  is  a  view 
of  mountains  that  are  overgrown  with 
lush  greenery  in  the  spring  and  sum¬ 
mer.  The  city  offers  all  the  conveniences 
of  modern  Japan,  making  it  manageable 
for  the  traveler  who  prefers  access  to 
taxis  with  automatically  opening  and 
closing  passenger  doors,  green  tea  and 


coffee  vending  machines  with  adver¬ 
tisement  pictures  of  Brad  Pit,  and  a 
good  train  system.  If  you  stay  at  a  nice 
enough  hotel,  you  probably  will  even 
find  those  fancy  toilets  you  may  have 
seen  on  that  Simpson's  episode  —  the 
ones  that  have  a  warm  air  fan,  heated 
seat  and  automatic  bidet.  But  the  place 
also  offers  old  Japan:  traditional-style 
wooden  homes  with  concave,  black- 
ceramic-tiled  roofs;  shrines;  the  Nakazu 
Banshoen  garden  that  dates  about  back 
about  400  years,  and  the  Marugame 
Castle  in  the  center  of  the  city.  The 
area's  history  begins  at  this  castle.  First 
erected  in  1597,  under  the  rule  of  Ikoma 
Chikamasa,  lord  of  Sanuki,  the  white 
donjon  sits  atop  a  high,  mote-encircled 
hill.  The  castle  is  one  of  the  only  12  built 
during  the  feudal  era  that  still  remain  in 
that  country  today. 

I  was  lucky  enough  to  be  in 
Marugame  in  mid-May.  Not  only  is  the 
weather  great  at  this  time  —  warm  and 
sunny  with  very  little  rain  —  it's  also 
when  the  grounds  surrounding  the  cas¬ 
tle  become  crowded  with  the  "O- 
Shiromatsuri,"  literally  translated,  the 
"castle  festival."  This  three-day  event 
colors  the  streets  with  thousands  of 
yukata  (kimono)  clad  dancers,  fire¬ 
works,  a  drum  festival,  and  of  course 
street  vendors  —  who  sell  everything 
from  french  fries  to  fried  octopus. 

The  festival  also  celebrates  the 
"uchiwa"  fan.  Marugame  is  famous  for 
these  colorful,  wood-handled  fans. 
About  90  percent  of  Japan's  total  pro¬ 
duction  of  these  summertime  necessi¬ 
ties  are  made  here.  Marugame  even  has 
its  own  museum  dedicated  to  the  fan, 
the  Uchiwa-no-Minato  Museum.

TRAVEL 
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Cities  are  judged  by  the  quality  of  their  art  museums,  and,  surpris¬ 
ingly,  for  such  a  small  city,  Marugame  passes  the  test  on  this  one.  The 
Genichiro-Inokuma  Museum  of  Contemporary  Art,  which  is  located 
across  from  the  Marugame  train  station,  is  a  three-story  museum  that 
houses  a  beautiful  selection  of  artwork  by  the  Japanese  painter 
Genichiro-Inokuma.  Most  would  not  expect  to  find  a  museum  stocked 
with  European-style  paintings  in  small-town  Japan.  That's  exactly  the 
style  of  this  artist's  work,  though.  Trained  in  France  during  the  mid- 
1900s,  Inokuma  worked  under  Henri  Matisse  and  some  of  his  paint¬ 
ings  even  show  similarities  to  Picasso's,  with  blocks,  thin  and  delicate 
lines  and  geometric  shapes.  But  none  of  his  art  merely  mimics  that  of 
another  great  artist.  His  painting's  powerful  images,  emotional  themes 
and  beautiful  colors  prove  he  was  a  great  artist.  The  museum  rotates 
Inokuma's  works,  exhibiting  them  on  the  first  and  second  floors.  The 
third  floor  is  dedicated  to  temporary  exhibits  by  contemporary  artists. 
When  I  visited,  Belgium  artist  Jan  Fabre's  sculpture  exhibit,  "Angle 
and  Warrior,  Strategy  and  Tactics"  was  on  display. 

Another  one  of  Marugame's  attractions  is  its  location.  Osaka,  a 
major  Japanese  city,  is  only  a  two-hour  train  ride  away.  And 
Marugame  is  also  dose,  by  train  or  by  car,  to  many  interesting  and 
historic  towns  in  Kagawa.  Nearby  Kan-onji  city  is  only  about  40-min¬ 
utes  by  car.  This  tiny  city  is  the  home  of  Kotohiki  park  where  a  giant 
sand  sculpture,  345  meters  in  circumference  and  in  the  shape  of  giant 
Kan-ei  Tsuho  coin,  is  formed  on  the  beach.  The  sculpture,  which  was 
created  in  1633,  rests  at  the  bottom  of  giant  cliff.  From  the  top  you  can 
see  the  entire  sculpture. 

Neighboring  Zentsuji  city,  is  where  Kobodaishi,  the  founder  of  the 
Shingon  sect  of  Buddhism,  spent  his  youth  in  the  early  Heian  Period 
(early  9th  century).  The  city  is  sometimes  called  "little  Kyoto"  because 
of  its  many  temples,  such  as  the  Zentsuji  temple,  which  contains  a 
beautiful,  five-story  pagoda,  many  statues  and  shrines. 

Marugame  is  also  close  to  mountainous  country-side  towns,  many 
of  which  are  overgrown  with  tall,  thin  bamboo  trees.  These  towns  are 
worth  a  drive  to,  even  if  only  for  their  postcard  quality  views. 

But  my  favorite  pastime  in  Marugame  was  just  being  in 
Marugame:  walking  up  to  the  top  of  Marugame  castle  and  looking  off 
at  the  city  on  a  bright  hot  spring  day;  shopping  at  the  local  grocery 
stores,  bakeries  and  specialty  shops;  strolling  through  the  moat-lined, 
residential  streets  and  watching  farmers  work  their  small  fields,  elders 
sit  in  the  sun  and  uniformed  grade-school  students  ride  by  on  their 
bicycles.  Just  absorbing  the  local  culture  and  the  geographic  beauty,  is 
a  treat  in  Marugame. 


If  you  go: 


If  you  fly  into  Kansai  airport,  take  the  Haruka  train  to 
Osaka.  From  there,  take  Shinkansen  to  Okayama,  then  Japan  Rail  to 
Marugame  Station.  The  total  time  is  about  3  hours.  If  you're  in  Tokyo 
or  Kyoto,  take  the  Shinkansen  to  Okayama,  then  Japan  Rail  to 
Marugame  Station.  The  station  is  with  in  walking  distance  of  a  shop¬ 
ping  arcade,  banks,  a  public  library,  convenience  stores,  restaurants, 
the  Marugame  Genichiro-Inokuma  Museum  of  Contemporary  Art  and 
the  Marugame  Castle.

Delicate  brush  strokes  of  traditional  Chinese 
watercolors,  and  the  swift,  gentle  plucking  of  dulcimer 
strings  are  just  some  of  the  Eastern  artistic  delicacies 
experienced  by  guests  of  the  "East/ West"  art  exhibit 
reception  at  the  Malden  Public  Library  on  Jan.  23. 

The  exhibit  is  a  collection  of  paintings  that 
includes  the  clean  views  of  traditional  Chinese  watercol¬ 
ors  and  abstract  images  of  works  in  dark  oils  and  var¬ 
nishes.  And  just  like  the  pieces  themselves,  their  creators 
-  Catherine  Tan  Chan,  leePing  Chong,  Judith 
Funkhouser,  QingXiong  Ma,  Sand  T,  Sharon  Wu,  and 
Sue  Yuang  -  are  equally  as  diverse.  Each  artist's  unique 
painting  style  tells  his  or  her  personal  story. 

For  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  Chinese 
watercolor  art  form,  it  is  the  painting  of  nature  scenes 
using  the  traditional  "mao  bi,"  or  Chinese  calligraphy 
pen,  special  paints,  and  thick  rice  paper.  The  product  of 
these  instruments  —  and  some  talent  and  hard  work  — 
lets  its  viewers  see  a  scene  of  various  flora  and  fauna 
through  the  eyes  of  a  poet. 

Many  of  the  works  at  "East/ West"  are  created 
in  the  traditional  style.  However,  some  are  take  offs  of 
the  old  style,  with  an  added  blend  of  Western  influence, 
thus  the  exhibit's  name.  The  art  suggests  somewhat  of 
the  mingling  of  the  two  separate  cultures  in  the  world 
today. 

The  reception  brought  out  many  of  the  city's 
immigrants  from  the  Eastern  hemisphere,  each  hoping 
to  see  a  bit  of  the  tradition  of  a  world  to  which  they  no 
longer  have  an  easy  access.  For  this  reporter,  seeing  the 
paintings  brought  back  a  bit  of  nostalgia. 

In  addition  to  the  Asian  conununity,  many  of 
non-Asian  art  lovers  also  turned  out  for  a  night  of  art, 
enjoyment.  It  was  truly  an  East/West  experience.
